Weevils and root rot are still with us, and under similar weather conditions will 
do similar damage in 1928.

Station for a period of six years, brought an average profit of $15.96 an acre. Land 
at the same place planted every year in cotton during the same six years brought 
an average profit of only $7.33 an acre. A four-year rotation including cow peas 
brought even larger returns by almost entirely preventing loss by root rot.
